Neither the beneficiaries nor the tools of
this conspiracy have any paiticular poli-
tics.

blighting effect of the gold standard, so
far as fraudulent legislation and execu-
tive usurpation have been able to estab-
lish it. It is now boldly proposed to le-

galize what has been done in defiance of
law and to use the power secured by
false pretenses from a and
too trustful people to put upon this in-

famous design the stamp of alleged pop-

ular authority.
"In this pursuit of th'is purpose of com-

mitting the country more thoroughly to
the gold standard, the plan of tnls ad-
ministration, as of tne last, is to retire
the greenbacks and other st

bearing paper money of the government,
to issue interest-burdene- d gold bonds and
to increase the powers, privileges and
profits of national banks. This achieve-
ment would turn over the duty of supply-
ing the people's money, the very life-blo-

of business, to h selfish, heartless
and irresponsible foreign gold syndicate,
and Its American agents and allies.

GOLD AND COMMERCE.
"It must also be remembered that this

foreign gold syndicate and its allies have
with the connivance, if not the assistance
of our government, captured and today
control every Instrument of commerce in
the nation. In frarnric tne constitution
our patriotic forefathers, with zealous
care and with prophetic wisdom, pro'-ide-

that commerce should be regulated by
congress; but this tremendous power has
been abdicated by congress in favor of
the gold trust and the banking ring.
Money is the firat cre.it instrument of
commerce, but the gold ring, not satis-fle- d

with controlling our financial system,
has captured the other instruments of
commerce, to enable it to keep the gold
standard yoke upon our necks and 'to
more thoroughly' subjugate our people
and dominate our government.

effects as were not burned, for the Sew-

ard citizens report having seen a blaz-

ing vessel on the water."
Tho Excelsior arrived at Juneau flvo

hours after the steamer Roalle. whleh re-

ported passing the Clara Nevada.
W. R. Daly, one of tho crew of tho

Rosalie, which arrived last night from
Alaska, does not think the steamor Clara
Nevada is lost. He said tho Rosalie pass--

ed the Nevada last Wednesday morning.
February 9. near Juneau, for which place
sho was headed. The Nevada answered j

the Rosalie's signal and passed on, seem-lngl- y

In no trouble.
W". W. McGuIre. one of the owners of

the Clara Nevada said last night that
in tho absence of further confirmatory
nws he believed the report of the steam-

er's loss untrue. On February Purser
Beck wrote from Juneau a follows:

"Arrived here .it 6 a. m. after a very
windy trip from Wrangel. Will arrive at
Skaguay Friday night and start homo
Sunday morning February 6

"It will be noticed." said Mr. McGuIre,

"that the Clara Nevada is rsportcd to be
due at Juneau on her return trip Febru-

ary S- - Purser Beck in his letter says
they would not start from Skaguay till
February 6.
